bles, burning away the supports unti 
nearly a million feet of blitzing liinibe 
fell with a. mighty splash and hiss Intt 
the stream. 
The fall of the foot 


bridge carried away scores of llghte 
cables and guys, which trailed in the 
water, rendering it necessary for (he 
police to stop all traffic up and dowi 
the river.

Balfour declared he knew nothing

'd by the prc-ss upon the occasion of 
.he visit of "a great and friendly sov- 
TPign to his nearest relatives." 


Emperor William, according to the 


premier, had no political motives in 
oming to see King Edward. 
Balfour 


leprecated international prejudices of 
ny kind, especially the anti-British 
eeling on the continent over the Boer 
var, as endangering the concert of Eu- 
ope, 
"which, in the past, had been the 


great instrument of peace, and which is 
lestined to play an even greater part 
n the progress of the civilization of 
hrlstendom 
than 
it has during the

Its Origin A 
Mystery—May 
be 2000 


Years Old. 


Senor Leopoldo Batres, the eminent 


Mexican archeologist, -who attended 
the congress of Americanists recently 
held in New York, has long been an 
authority on 
the 
archeology 
of his 


country, and for many years has been 
in the service of the government with 
the title of "inspector general y con- 
seivador de monumentos en la1 Rc- 
publica Mexicana." 
His 
.published 


works have made his name familiar to 
.scientists all over the world, and his 
discovery six months ago of the bur- 
ied city of Monte Alban, four miles 
from the city of Oaxaca, in the south- 
ern part of Mexico, not very far from 
the ruins of Mitla, is the most impor- 
tant of its kind ever made in America. 


\Vhlle In Chicago Senor Batres and 


Senor Berrioztibal, the Mexican con- 
sul were guests of "El Oirculo Espan- 
ol," and by special request 
of.'the 


members, the former gave an account 
of his explorations in Monte Alban. 


Senor Batres told in charming con- 


versational style of the great city cov- 
ering millions of cubic meters, with 
its spacious palaces, 
pyramids and 


tombs, built of stone and mortar on 
the top of a high ridge of mountains 
so steep and rough as to be almost in- 
accessible. 


In the absence of any indication of 


there having been water there, the 
supposition must be that not only were 
nil the 
building 
materials 
brought 


from a great distance below, but also 
the water for mixing the mortar. It 
is a mighty enterprise. 
The speaker 


calculated that it would tf.ke 10,000 
men a hundred years to construct such 
a city in that place. The walls are still 
In an excellent state of preservation, 
and have upon them carvings which 
throw some light on the beliefs and 
customs of the inhabitants, who ac- 
cording to Senor Batrcn' calculations, 
must have lived over 2000 years ago. 


He traced several points of resem- 


blanop bet wen these ruins and those 
of Rgypt, the most striking being the 
obelisks, which, ns in that country, 
stand facing the tombs of the mon- 
'archs who 
apparently 
erected then- 


own tombs before their death. On the 
four sides oE the obelisk are carved 
statues 7 feet ill height In a sitting 
posture, with the head bent forward 
and the eyes closed. The Inscriptions 
on the sides nre In picture language 
and 
commemorate 
presumably 
the 


achievements of the rulers. 


The speaker though there was no 


hope of the 
inscriptions 
ever being 


correctly interpreted, as 
they 
show 


conclusively that ancient people had 
no knowledge of an alphabet to which 
a key might some day t»e discovered, 
as in the case of the Egyptian hier- 
cgiTphics. One 
of 
the 
pyramids of 


Mount Alban is larger than that of 
Cheops, and, as in Egypt, gives every 
indication of having served for the 
purpose of burial. 


Stone steps of the stairways in the 


ruins are evenly hewn with sharp 
cut corners. The origin of this nneient 
city IK na mysterious as the cause of 
its destruction. Some of the stones of 
the stairway are found 30 meters from 
their original location and they have 
the appearance of having been hurled 
there by some mighty force.

Adopting Yankee Methods. 


"Southern 
tradesmen 
are 
rapidly 


adopting Yankee methods," said a 
Louisiana woman the other day, "and 
their customers don't look on innova- 
tions with favor. Within the last two 
years many shopkeepers down South 
have shut down on the tlme-honoreJ 
practice of giving 'lagniappe.' It us«d 
to be the custom to throw in some- 
thing with every purchase. That is 
'lagniappe,' and the customer was al- 
ways allowed to choose what he would 
take. Sometimes he'd take a handful 
of flour, or a pickle, cr a few pecans, 
or a stick of candy, and as each errand 
to the shop meant lagniappe very poor 
people used to do their shopping piece- 
meal in order to get the benefit of 
each purchase. They'd send four or 
five miles in a day for things they 
might Just as well hnve bought all at 
once, and many a Sunday Hatch of 
biscuits was baked from the lagniappe 
flour collected durlr.e the weak. In the 


Bushmen Derive the Deadly 
Matter 


from the Black Adder. 


To describe the methods in the man- 


ufacture of arrows and of 
obtaining 


the poison with which the stem is an- 
nointed we must confine our attention 
to the custom prevailing in that queer 
land called Namaqualand. The bush- 
man arrow consists of a very small 
triangular iron head fixed in a very 
short piece of reed, to which it is tiec 
tightly with thin leather reims, but in 
such a way that the' iron head easily 
leaves the shaft of the arrow like the 
joints of a fishing rod. 
Sometime 


there is a secona point fitted between 
the nhaft and the headpiece. 


The reason of these joints is readily 


seen. Suppose an animal has received 
the arrow in his Hank, he would nat- 
urally turn his head and try to tear the 
arrow out. This could be managed in 
ont pull if the head and shaft be sol- 
idly joined together, but where he has 
to pull out first the shaft and then the 
little bits of reeds that are joined into 
one another, the 
poison 
will 
have 


plenty of time to get Into the blood and 
the animal Is doomed. 


There is no record of bushmen ob- 


taining the iron for the arrow heads 
from the ore; probably they obtained 
It from the assegais dropped by other 
natives. 
From the small size of the 


heuds it is evident they were obliged 
to rigidlr economize their little store 
of metal. 


The shaft of the arjow is made out 


„,- Jointed reed. 
A small kind about 


four feet high and growing fn swampy 
places is generally used, but as these 
rarely grow straight they 
must 
be 


treated before they 
are used. 
The 


nodes, or solid joints in the stem, are 
first broken through, so that one ean 
see right clown the middle. The reed 
Is then soaked in watar several hours. 
Meanwhile a stone is prepared having 
a groove In its flat surface deep enough 
lo hold the shitft, nnd is placed in the 
embers of a fire until it is quite hot. 


The soaked reed is then put into the 


groove and covered with warm sand, 
when, by means of the moisture and 
heat, it becomes soft and flexible and 
can be turned in all directions. 
By 


looking through the hollow shaft the 
bushman can see If the reed is straight 
or not, and he bends it about until it 
Is straight. When he has straightened 
It to his satisfaction, the stone with its 
contents Is allowed to cool, and 
on 


taking the reed out it is perfectly stiff 
nnd rigid. The short bit of reed con- 
taining the head is then fitted to one 
end, 
and a single hawk's feather tied 


to the other, and the arrow Is com- 
plete. 


Many methods of preparing the poi- 


son have been described, and according 
to one authority the poison is said to 
be extracted from the 
root 
of 
the 


plant called 
Buphane 
toxicarla, 
or 


"giltbol," but it seems the extract is 
only used as a resin. But the following 
account we believe to be a true one, at 
least for Namaqimlnnd. The hushman 
obtains some resin, presumably from 
some of the cactus-like plants abound- 
ing In that place, and places the sticky 
stuff on a stone. Then he goes to find 
the "rlnghake," or black night adder— 
not the puff adder, which is 'sometimes 
called the "ringhake" too.

The best substitute for the tedder is

Cure Partlv in Windrow. 


The flavor and fragrance of the hav 


as well as its color will be better if it 
is cured partly by the windrow and 
put Into the mow as soon as dry 
enough.

be spread and packed as evenly as we 
can get It done. 


If 'you do not have hay enough -to 


fill the mow it is well to cover with 
a layer of straw; this leaves no hay 
exposed to receive the condensation 
with occurs and it is not musty at the 
top na when left uncovered. 


Less Care, Poorer Hay. 


Of course it is easy to avoid all this

Now 
when these 'birds go to the eastern 
market they are examined critically.

Much interest is displayed by the 


officers of the United States navy, 
especially those In the bureaus in the 
coming official tests of the new sub- 
marine boats, Moccasin 
and Adder, 


which will be held next month. Pe- 
cotila bay, Long 
Island 
sound, a 


beautiful sheet of blue water, will 
probably be selected as the ground, 
and the course- will be off Shelter isl- 
and, wheie the boats will be tuned up 
for the occasion. Exceptional care has 
been taken by Ihe officers in charge 
to make these tests as comprehensive 
and as rigorous as is fair to the con- 
tractors. The l.-sts will be for endur- 
ance, speed, stability, dirigibility, tor- 
pedo discharge and general perform- 
ance. Much den"lids on the results ob- 
tained and 
ill' 
1 contractors are con- 


fident they w i l l demonstrate the prac- 
ticability of the submarine torpedo 
boat beyond question nnd its neces- 
sity to the complete navy. The Navy 
Department Is equally inteiested, Cor 
it Is believed that on the issue of the. 
trials depends ilie future attitude of 
the Navy 
De) uinient 
toward the 


craft so tiny and yet so dangerous. 
Heretofore, the department has been

The views so cogently expressed by 


Admiral Melville are undoubtedly en- 
tertained by othei- naval officers, which 
may, in part, 
explain 
the hostility 


which has been displayed by thorn to- 
ward submarine boats. The trials will 
bo of interest, also,-to foreign nations, 


rtinularly to England and Norway, 


who have adopted the American model 
for 
submarine boats, and 
Portugal, 


Brazil and a. number of other countries 
who are awaiting the outcome of the 
trials. Portugal has requested permis- 
sion from the Navy Department for 
officers of the Portuguese marine and 
army to inspect the boats, and, if 
granted they will come from Portu- 
gal to witness the trials. 


"The smaller countries of the world," 


says Rear Admiral Hit hborn, wdio was 
for many years chief of the Bureau 
of Construction, In discussing this 
subject today, "are greatly Interested 
In the question of submarine torpedo 
boats. You can easily see what their 
success means to nations like Portu- 
gal, Brazil, Venezuela, Mexico, Nor- 
way, Chile and many cither countries 
with seaports which they are anxious 
to protect, but without the necessary 
means to either equip a suitable navy 
or to erect and maintain extensive 
land fortifications. The cost of a mod- 
ern battleship or armored cruiser of 
the firstelass," continued the aldmiral, 
"is about $6,000,000. That would cori- 
siruct tilmosct forty submarine boats, 
so that for the equivalent of the cost 
of one of the great fighting machines 
almost any country in the world, and 
especially the smaller ones, could se- 
•ure enough submarine torpero boats 
o defend its harbors. I consider a. 
thorough blockade of a harbor defend- 
ed by such boats a pi at Heal impossi- 
bility, tor the most intrepid command- 
ed would not maintain Ills fleet in tho. 
mouth of a harbor at night expose 1 
to their attack, taut would draw off to 
sea, thus enabling the defenders to 
get out or their friends lo slip in. I 
anticipate the trials of the new boats 
with gieat interest, for they are the 
lirst to be constructed under the di- 
rect supervision aud inspection of the 
officers of the navy and under con- 
l i n c t w i t h the United States govem- 
nent. The Holland, which Is the omy 
me of its kind in the navy was built 
at her constructors' risk and after- 
rards sold to the United states gov- 
ernment. Many 
Improvements have 


been made over the Holland in the 
new boats, and I have no doubt of 
their ability to successfully meet the 
conditions Imposed upon them. I con- 
fidently expect the trials to demon- 
strate the value of the submarine 
boats nnd to make their construction

Hard Coal Out of Sunken Barges. 
The straits to which New York City 


has been put by reaoon of the coal 
strike have given birth to a most curi- 
ous occupation. When coal began sail- 
ing at $10 a ton a Bridgeport wrecking 
company decided that it was about 
lime to begin the work of mining Long 
Island Sound. According to the New- 
York Tribune, the method of water 
mining is quite simple. 


The wreck of the coal barge is lirst 


located by means of the Lake subma- 
rine boat or two boats—"wreck finders" 
ns they are called—are run out to the 
territory where the coal wrecks are 
supposed to be. In each boat about 
a mile of inch rope is contained. As 
the boats run along side each other the 
ends of the ropes of each boat are 
spliced, making a continuous rope, two 
miles long, and thereby lashing the 
two boats together. The wreck-finders 
then travel in opposite directions for 
about a half a rnile, and Iheieupcm run 
parallel lo each other, The rope is paid 
out through a ring in the end of an iron 
pole projecting over the stern. After 
sufficient rope has been reeled off, two 
301) pound weights are run down the 
rope from the sterns of each boat. Rap- 
idly sinking to the botom, these weights 
hold the rope a short distance from 
the ground, so that it forms a sweep 
half it mile long and is bound to catch 
anything lhat may come in Us way. 
When the sweep 
rope 
catches 
the 


boats arc stopped, the drums reversed 
and the rope .wound up. The boats 
travel toward each other until they 
are almost over the poini where the 
sweep lope is caught. A sounding is 
taken, and the lead carefully examined 
or traces of coal. Sometimes the lead 
ells nothing. A harpoon is then sent 
down the rope. If it sticks there is 


robably wood to be found far down in 
he water. If the harpoon is pulled up 
-ith its end blunted. Iron or rock may 
e expected. A diver is now sent down 
o cxpioie the find. Tie estimates the 
luanity and quality of Ihe coal dls- 
•overed, and decides whether it should 
>o taken out by buckets or by suction 
pump. Sometimes the diver fastens a 
floating bouy to the wreck, and the 
sweep boats proceed on their way look- 
ng for more coal cargoes that have 
sunk. 


Now comes the turn of the lighters. 


3y means of derricks or suction pumps 
he coal is raised to the surface. Not in- 
frequently a coal wreck is found where 
the lighter can be pumped full of coal 
In half a day. Indeed, a wreck that 
will not nil the hold of the lighter in a 
day is not considered much of a find. 
A hundred tons of coal recovered in 
this way is deemed a fair day's work. 
When it Is considered that a number 
of coal barges are sunk during every 
heavy storm on Long Island, It will be 
readily seen that the business Is prof- 
table even in times where there Is no 
coal famine.
